This does not apply to all 
those ooniiected with the association, for 
some of my warmest and most trusted 
friends, splendid husimws men, honest 
and true, an* connetited therewith. But 
it d(sw a]iply to hom e of those (xmnet^ted 
with the association, and no fair minded 
citizen can refute this Htat(>uieiit. 
We, 
as citizens, husiness men and merchants, 
w'armly approve of the action that (coun­ 
cil has taken on this point. 
President 
Purinton and his b ackers in the council 
must, as honest im'ii, representing the 
taxiiavers and the very Is^st intenwts of 
this city, insist upon the cleaning of the 
streets b y the fair assts-iation, and still 
iiMRT' emphatically insist that the usual 
restrictions, ms^wsury to the (» nforc*» - 
meiit of law and order, shall {xiiitml on 
all such ociauiious as the one (Oiitem- 
jilated. 
As a merchant, I am heartily in 
favor of a properly (xiiiducted street fair ; 
hut I am ab solutely and b itt.crly oppos(*d 
to any unruly or disorderly elemei.t tak­ 
ing control of the city, even for a single 
day. The aim of the lawless element is 
simply to create prejndiot( against l*res- 
ideiit Ihirinton and his lionservative <x)l- 
leagmw, and thus endeavor to have them 
ousted from the jiositions they now oc­ 
cupy in (ouncil, and (wery gisid citizen 
should b(>, awake to this fa(;t, and st(t* to 
it that all such b ase w’ork and plotting 
shall mwt with sure defeat. 
We must

The river forces of th* British-Egyp- 
tian expedition, pushing Hp the Nile 
from El Hafir, landed a fore* at Don­ 
gola and Occupied that plane before the 
Dervish to#** retreating from El Hafir 
reached that prunt. 
El Hafir and Dongola ar** therefore 
both in the hands of the expedition.; 
while the Denriah forces are somewh«*re 
b* tween seeking refuse. 
The last news given in thee* dis ! 
patch*** regarding the British expedition ; 
into the Hon dan told that the British 
were then appmaelnng Henna. 
This 
place w;m< easily taken. 
After hard fighting between the laud 
forces aud the English aud Dervish gun-; 
boats on the river Nile, the Dervishes 
evacated El Hafir. The British then 
pushed on with all poasible speed to­ 
ward Dongola, fighting most all the 
way. 
After Henna was taken the long 
rang firing continued between the Der 
vtshea on the went bank of the Nile aud 
the expeditionary force on this side. 
Th* Maxim guns, with their sweeping 
hail of fir**, did great execution in the 
Dervish ranks, while the field and home 
batteries never allowed the enemy to 
do anvilling with their batteries. 
Darkne>-s put an end to the artillery 
duel across the Nile water and stillness 
fell ujs*n Is db camps. 
The time wa* 
one of waiting, though the silence of 
the desert wus on ce broken by a dis­ 
charge frow the Maxim gnus on this 
side of the river. 
Humbly morning everyone was up at 
daybreak anxious to know what change 
in the situation had developed durum 
the,night aud what would be the next 
move, aud eager Iv scanning the ene­ 
my's camp a*-ma* the river. 
There was 
no sign of life in the Dervish works, 
but soon a commotion was perceived 
among the (stats along the bank and a 
native in one of them was diarcrued in 
the act of waving something as though 
for a signal to this aide of the river. 
The team er Dal, of the British force, 
thereupon proceeded to the west bank 
of th** river where it was found that El 
liafir had b o ti evacuated by the enemy 
uuder cover of the night and that not a 
Dervish fighting man was left in sight. 
The detachment on the Dal sent hack 
to the camp on this side of the river 
twenty-seven louts, winch had been 
manned by the native residents of El 
Hafir and loaded with a great quantity 
of grain. 
The natives announced > list the enemy 
had di‘i>arted aud that Wad Bishura, 
the young Emir of Dongola, who com- 
inand**d the Dervishes had been wound­ 
ed. 
A shell from a British-Egypt mil 
battery burst in his tent, indicting 
wounds in his br*-ast and head, til* for­ 
mer tieing a ".ever© hurt. 
After tile gunboats of the expedition 
hod forced their way through past the 
forts at El Hafir and had proceeded 
southward toward Dongola, the Der­ 
vishes apparently perceived that 
El 
Hafir was uo longer the place for them 
ami they prepared to depart. They 
buried as many of their dead as they 
had time for. The rest were prep ired 
with a spine around the neck and 
thrown into the Nile. 
The news has reached here tha* the 
steamers and gunboats of the ex.sidi- 
tion had reached Dongola and had 
lamb'd a force, which immediately oc­ 
cupied the treasury and gruinstcr *. the 
principal stronghold of the towu. This 
maws was received here with delight, 
us it is supposed that the enemy i-> now 
marching between here and Dongola in 
u much hampered condition, by the 
reason of the number of their wounded 
ami their retreat along the river bunk 
threatened by the steamers, w hich can 
destroy, at uny moment, the food sup­ 
plied at Dongola, if they cannot hold 
that place against the retreating force.* 
of Dervishes until land forces of the 
expedition have advuiic***! to co-operate 
with tlu m. 
The engagement at El Hafir seems to 
have altogether dismayed the Dervishes 
who placed great reliance upon the Fort 
at that place.

Mr. Maxwell coiumeiids the work of 
the [xistoffice inspectors. 
The reixirt 
shows that the total immlier of com­ 
plaints of all classes received during 
the past year ag g reg ated 103,037, and 
the numlx*r of cases disposed of am ount­ 
ed to I(Xl, 20r).

T h e T erhe Can K eep on H ntch erlag th e 
Arm enlaB» . 
London, Sept. 21.—The event« of the 
latter part of the week have demonstra­ 
ted beyond any possibility of doubt that 
unless Great Britain i« prepared to face 
a g eneral European war nothing is left 
for her to do but, as stated in the semi­ 
official communication from the foreig n 
office, “stand aside and to hope for a 
more satisfactory state of affair« .” 
The backdown upon the part of Great 
Britain i« due to the fact that the cabi­ 
nets of the continental powers have 
conclnded that it ia more prudent to 
condone the rei‘ent massacres at Gon- 
stantiiiople than to raise the eastern 
q uestion in the most forcible manner, 
and as the Marq uis of Salisbury recog ­ 
nizes it is streng th and not sentiment 
which rules the world. Great Britain 
cannot face the combined fleets of Rus­ 
sia, 
France, Germany and Austria, 
even with the assistance of 
Italy. 
Therefore Great Britain must stand 
aside, and unless Russia {veve^its it the 
Turk will have a free baud in nie set­ 
tlement of the Armenian difficulty by 
the sword and torch or by any other 
means which the porte may think fit to 
adofX.

tying railroad* and other companies 
owning or leasing coal lands may be 
able to judge of the present prospective 
values of their properties. 
Eleven cor­ 
poration* control 9 6 per aent of the 
available coal supply. 
According 
to thu summarized es­ 
tim ate of The Botin Record, in 109 
years, on the basis of shipment* made 
in 1896, the supply of anthracite coal 
w ill be exhausted. The largest propor­ 
tion of the annual incresRe of tonnage 
has been furnished by the W yoming 
region. 
In 1894 Lehigh and Schuylkill 
furnished 45 per rent and W yoming 60 
per cent of the year’s output, but the 
Wyoming region is nearing the point of 
maximum output and increase of ton­ 
nage is likely soon to dim inish. 
The 
prete nt annual capacity of the anthra­ 
cite region is about 67,000,000 tons, or 
about 81,000,000 ton* in excess of an­ 
nual consumption. 
It is therefore clear 
th at production should be reduced, as 
the oversupply prostrate* the m arket and 
at the some tim e encourages waste In 
the worlcL 
Unless the gross m ism an­ 
agement and crim inal wastefulness that 
have characterised the anthracite indus­ 
try for the past few years age stopped 
they w ill result in the ruin of the great 
properties engaged in the m ining and 
trail *por tat ion of coal. 
Could the various interests involved 
oo-opernte and lim it the production of 
the mines to meet the requirem ents of 
the m arket, at fair prices, before mony 
years, w ith the increasing consumption, 
the demand w oald initial production, 
there would be an end to the prow ut 
demoralized m arkets and 
those who 
have invested their Having* in the stocks 
and bonds of thi'se anthracite properties 
would eventually get back their invent 
m ent w ith interest 
But the great fart which this publica­ 
tion of The Bond Record discloses is the 
brief period of tim e which we can de 
pend upon the anthracite coalfields of 
Pennsylvania to supply us w ith heat 
and power. 
Its place w ill have to be 
supplied by some other elem ent, and 
there is none in sight so adm irably 
adapted for the purpose. The supply of 
bitum inous coal is practically exhaust 
lew, but this greasy, sooty, dirty fuel is 
a resource from w birh our generation 
ought to be profoundly thankful it is 
spared.

Entering, the visitor is comluct- 
ed to thee best room in the house, le*d up 
to a sofa and placed to the right of the 
hostess. 
On rilling to take leave the 
proper form i* to exclaim, in the cone 
of a lady, "Senora, I place myself at 
your feet. " She w ill answer in a sim ­ 
ilarly flguiative way by saying: " I kiss 
your hand.
